of Phu My, 270 miles northeast 
of Saigon.

Russ Rocket, 
U.S. Missile 
Put on Display 


Local residents were treated to two spectacular 
light shows in the sky Tuesday night caused by the 
glowing exhaust trail from a missle and the reentry 
of a Russian rocket fired Aug. 19. 
The curtain-raiser cam e at 7:35 p m. when the 
Air Force launched a Minuteman II intercontinental 
ballistic missle from 
its 
Vandenbcrg 
Aerospace 
Ba>e. 
\l 
i certain altitude, the w ater vapor from the 
missile exhaust was supercooled into ice crystals. 
The rays of the setting sun reflected on the con­ 
trail, creating a bright trail in the sky. 
At 8:58 p.m. the sky, for about four minutes, ap­ 
peared as though a small child had taken a variety 
of colored cravens and scrawled happy patterns. 
It was a beautiful sight to behold. 
A spokesm an from the North American Air De­ 
fense Com m and said today the lights were from a 
rocket used to launch Cosmos 294 on Aug. 19. The 
Air Force tracks all objects in space and it had 
been predicted that the rocket breakup would oc­ 
cur before Tuesday night. 
NORAD officials said it was unlikely that any 
parts of the rocket body would escape burning and 
fall to earth, but if so, the particles would come 
down in the Pacific Ocean about 600 miles off the 
coast of Mexico. 
The rocket was seen over California, N evada and 
Arizona at about 8:50 p.m. 
Pomona Valley residents were bewildered by the 
eve t. 
Some said they thought it was the most 
beau, -ul sight they had ever seen while others 
were lig h te n e d and called local police and fire 
departm ents. 
One m an in La Verne ran up and down his 
streets 
shouting 
“ It’s 
the 
second 
coming” 
and 
aroused residents to watch the wonder in the sky. 
Families attending the Mission Drive-in T h eater’s 
showing of a space film, which depicted m onsters 
dropping from outer space, were disturbed by the 
strange lights in the sky. Many left their cars to 
get a better look at the display. 
“ It looked like a stre am e r from fireworks, shoot­ 
ing into the sky in a jagged line starting at the 
horizon,” was the way one resident described the 
event. 
Some persons said the glowing, cherrv-red lights 
appeared to be a sw arm of m eteors flashing across 
the sky. 
City Administrator Fred Sharp and City Attorney 
Robert Gustaveson watched the event from the steps 
of the Palom ares Community budding. 
Both men 
were attending a meeting on the proposed parks 
and bond election issue. 
“ It appeared like a shadow behind some bright­ 
ness,” Gustaveson said. “ It was beautiful.” 
Varsity football practice was halted at Bonita 
High School in La Verne as players watched the 
sky. Some traffic jam s were reported throughout 
Los Angeles County as motorists left their cars to 
look upward. 
Many local residents missed the event and in­ 
stead watched a space fantasy on television.

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Construction 
Strike Ends 


The 
operators 
engineers* 
strike which has habed m o s t 
m ajor construction projects in 
Southern California was settled 
today when union m em bers vot­ 
ed to accept an 85 cent raise 
on a five year contract. 
About 5,900 m em bers of AFL- 
CIO operating engineers Local 
12 voted at a special meeting 
this morning at 9 a.m. at the 
Shrine Auditorium in Los Ange­ 
les. 
“ Everybody w a n t e d to go 
back to work but it was a small 
victory,” one equipment opera­ 
tor said cf the strike which be 
gan July 21, “ We had been of­ 
fered a 78 cent raise by con­ 
tra cto rs.” 
Serious negotiations began af­ 
ter an agreem ent was m ade to 
turn the dispute over the strike 
insurance plan over to the Na­ 
tional Labor Relations Board — 
to let them or the courts settle 
this issue. 


The strike 
left about 
10,000 
local 
people 
without 
em ploy­ 
ment. Those on strike were not 
eligible for state unemployment 
benefits.

“ It is essential that Mr. Ken­ 
nedy be present as a w itness,” 
Boyle 
said. 
The judge 
added 
that he would see to it that Ken­ 
nedy testifies even if he has to 
be summoned. 


Kennedy’s chief counsel, Rob­ 
ert 
Clark 
Jr. 
of 
Brockton, 
prom ptly 
announced 
that 
the 
senator would be present at the 
inquest. 
He did 
not 
indicate, 
however, whether he intended to 
put Kennedy on the stand. 


The hearing was held to go

WASHINGTON (A P) - Ralph 
Nader and his 100 “ raiders,” 
completing a summer-long sur­ 
vey of federal agencies, charged 
Tuesday that government offi- 
icials at all levels are cynically 
dodging the two-year-old Free 
dom of Information Act.

42-Year-Old 
Plane Lands 
In Museum 


PRYOR, Okla. (AP) - Two 
aviation old-timers labored six 
hours on a recent 600 mile flight 
from Mayes County in eastern 
Oklahoma to Hale’s Corner in 
southwestern Wisconsin. 
But only Herb Harkcom, a 39- 
year veteran of flying, came 
back. 
The old-timer that remained 
behind was a 1927 Fairchild 
FC-2 airplane that Harkcom had 
rescued from a Missouri barn 
where chickens had used it for 
nesting. Harkcom’s find, and a 
similar craft at the Smithsonian j 
Institution, are the only ones of 
their kind still around. 
Harkcom, an American Air­ 
lines test pilot, has donated the 
$30,000 plane to the Experimen­ 
tal Association Air Education 
Museum at Hale’s Corner. 
“ It was pretty sorry, but it

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Still Potent Figure 
Dirksen's New Role 
Not Quite the Same 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -A fte r 
eight years as the pampered 
partner 
of 
two 
Democratic 
presidents, 
E verett 
McKinley 
Dirksen is adjusting to life with 
a 
Republican 
in 
the 
White 
House. It’s not quite the same. 


So long as John F. Kennedy 
and Lyndon B. Johnson were 
running the country, the wily 
old 
Senate 
Republican 
leader 
had the best of all worlds. 
Quite often, when they were 
strapped for votes on critical 
issues, 
the 
D em ocrats 
would 
reach 
Dirksen 
in 
his 
ornate 
Capitol office to woo and, quite 
often, 
win 
the 
m argin 
of 
victory. 


Then, also, he eagerly eased 
into 
the 
G O P ’s 
leadership 
vacuum 
and, 
with 
low-keyed 
help 
from 
House 
leaders, 
became the spokesm an for the 
party out of ppwer. If it was 
not 
the 
best 
image 
the 
Republicans 
could 
project, 
it 
was the only one they had. 
But now, after some seven 
months of the Nixon Adminis­ 
tration, 
all 
this 
has changed 
and 
the 73-year-old 
politician, 
orator, 
and 
m a ste r 
showman 
plays a different role. 
It m ay be difficult after all 
those heady years but Dirksen 
is painfully learning the role of 
a supporting actor in an all- 
Republican cast. 
Instead 
of 
those 
major, 
tele\ ised 
news 
conferences 
where 
he 
used 
to 
articulate 
Republican positions, programs, 
and protests, Dirksen has been 
reduced to a conveyor of news. 
At frequent but very informal 
news gatherings, he passes on 
bits and pieces of what Nixon is 
thinking, planning, and doing. 
And 
even 
this 
sometimes 
backfires. 
Recently 
Dirksen 


told reporters firmly that Nixon 
would announce a nomination to 
the Supreme Court on a specific 
date. As to who the man was,! 
Dirksen’s lips were sealed. 
Fewer than 24 hours later, 
everyone knew it was Clement 
F. 
Haynsworth 
and 
Dirksen 
squirmed 
out 
of 
his 
self- 
imposed silence to confirm it. 
But the announcement was not 
made 
on 
the 
date 
Dirksen 
predicted. 
This does not mean Dirksen 
has fared badly in the Nixon 
Administration. On the contra­ 
ry. 
As the Senate leader, he is 
part of the GOP inner group 
and his relations with Nixon are 
considered excellent. Many of 
h i s 
recommendations 
for 
government 
posts 
have 
been 
accepted 
and 
he 
is 
credited 
with blocking the nomination of 
Dr. 
John 
H. 
Knowles 
as 
assistant secretary tor health. 
But he does not have a blank 
check at the White House. His 
choice for head of the Small 
Business 
Administration 
was 
rejected in favor of Sen. John 
G. Tower’s man, Hilary Sando­ 
val.

also 
recommended 
unsuccessfully an Illinois judge 
for the Supreme Court. 
Although there have not been 
enough tests to judge Dirksen's

votes for Nixon, the indications 
are that he has a lot less than a 
stranglehold on Senate Republi­ 
cans. 
At the start of the sesion he 
backed Sen. Roman Hruska, R- 
Neb., for the post of his deputy 
and Hruska lost to Sen.

Tuesday afternoon ordered cuts 


in spending and additional hir­ 


ing and other economies to com­ 
pensate for a $250,000 deficit in 


the city budget. 


The council also moved to­ 
ward settling rem aining ques­ 
tions on the repeal of the sew­ 
er service charge and the utility 
consumption tax. 
City fathers were unanimous 
about repealing the controversi­ 
al sewer service charge, effec­ 
tive Sept. 1. 


But Councilman Fred Liver- t 
more abstained from voting on 
another motion that included a 
utility tax formula patterned af­ 
ter recommendations submitted 
by 
City 
Administrator 
Fred 
Sharp and the chamber of com­ 
merce. 
Although the council on Aug. 
4 approved a 5 per cent utility 
consumption tax on telephones, 


water, gas and electricity, re­ 
visions were made Tuesday to 
lessen the burden on heavy us­ 
ers and families on low or fixed 
incomes. 
The council rejected a cham­ 
ber proposal that included re­ 


ducing the tax from 5 to 2 per 
cent, but accepted the cham ber 
recommendation for an annual 
ceiling of $10,000. 
The cham ber had also recom ­ 
mended a rebate to payees with 
a federal income tax of $200 
or less. The council reduced the 
am ount to $150. Those qualify­ 
ing for the rebate would file 
an affidavit with the city clerk. 
Mayor Ben Lawing rem inded 
the council that he had voted 
against adoption of the budget 
on June 30 because he thought 
it was “ fat” by about $250,000, 
about the am ount of the deficit. 
According to Sharp, the defi­ 
cit 
in the 
general fund was 


$248,584, excluding the rebate 
provision. 
Lawing 
had 
opposed 
both 
adoption of a 10 per cent ad­ 
missions tax and the utility tax, 
but Tuesday said he had no 
other choice but to go along 
with the m ajority of the council 
in the interest of balancing the 
budget. 
Liverm ore said he did not 
agree with some of the figures 
provided by the city staff, add­ 
ing that he thought the revenues 
were “ grossly underestim ated.” 
He said he disagreed with 
part of the motion to accept the 
adm inistrator’s 
recom m enda­ 
tion, 
with 
changes, 
and 
ab­ 


stained from voting. 
The council’s problems with 
the budget began after m o r e 
than 
$250,000 
in 
expenditures 
were 
added 
to 
the 
balanced 
budget originally submitted by 
Sharp. 
The admissions fax had been 
expected to raise about $250,000, 
but city officials said the figure 
will be closer to $90,000. 
The utility tax was expected 
to bring in about $694,000, but 
the changes m ade will mean 
a loss of about $90,000. 
E arlier, the council approved 
a 5 per cent alcoholic consump­ 
tion tax and Monday raised the 
city tax rate.

This makes much more sense than the 
expenditure of taxpayer money for a pri­ 
vate project. 


Senator Smith 
Has Last Word 


Sen. Margaret Chase Smith of Maine is 
a much-respected and admired public serv­ 
ant who has added luster to the I. .S. Senate 
quite apart from the fact that she is the 
only representative of her sex in that august 
body. 
, 
. , 
But some inscrutable kind of feminine 
logic must have been guiding her actions 
in the showdown in the Senate over the 
Nixon administration’s proposed Safeguard 
antiballistic missile system. 
Mrs. Smith was on record as being op­ 
posed to the ARM as “not only a tragic 
waste of money but a Maginot Line delusion 
of self-defense.” Yet. ironically, hers was 
the deciding vote in the defeat of an anti- 
ABM amendment to the military authoriza­ 
tion bill introduced by Senators Cooper of 
Kentucky 
and 
Hart 
of 
Michigan. 
I his 
amendment would have barred deployment 
of the Safeguard for a year while permitting 
continued research and development and 
some procurement of hardware. 
Just 
before 
this 
crucial 
vote, 
Mrs. 
Smith’s owm amendment, which would have 
banned the ABM altogether, including even 
research, had been rejected by the Senate. 
Mrs. Smith then turned around and joined 
her pro-ABM colleagues to vote against the 
less - restrictive Cooper - Hart amendment, 
thus clearing the way for eventual full de­ 
ployment of the weapons she so abhors. 
It was something like a dedicated prohi­ 
bitionist on a town council voting against 
reasonable regulation of liquor sales on the 
grounds that there should be no compromise 
with evil in any way, shape or form. 
Mrs. Smith wanted total prohibition of 
the ABM. What she got is, in effect, a wide- 
open town. 
For better or worse, the nation is going 
to develop and deploy an antiballistic missile 
system. (Opposition to it in the House is 
expected to be much weaker than in the 
Senate.) 
It can only be hoped that future events 
will prove the critics to be wrong — that 
the ABM will not be an expensive boondog­ 
gle that escalates the arms race and actual­ 
ly reduces national security — and the Pres­ 
ident to be right — that the ABM will add 
bargaining strength to the U.S. hand at the 
upcoming arms limitation talks with the 
Russians and lead to an agreement whereby 
the 
ABM 
and 
other 
weapons 
can 
be abandoned. 
In other words, it is to be hoped that 
the ABM is the self - liquidating insur­ 
ance policy the administration claims it 
could be. 
If so, then Mrs. Smith will have gotten 
her way after all, and no one will mind 
one bit that a woman has again had the 
last word.

Moscow Can 


End War 
In Vietnam 


P residert Nixon took a step of 
far-reaching 
importance 
when 
he announced on Saturday that 
he was deferring a decision as 
to further withdrawals of \m er- 
ican troops 
from 
South Viet­ 
nam . The decision may c o m e 
within two weeks or may he put 
otf until October 
But it should 
not take that long for the Non:' 
V ietnam ese to m ake up t h e i r 
minds whether they want an in­ 
tensified war or a cease - fire 
w th a subsequent settlement. 


For the President’s action is 
a warning. While any withdraw­ 
al program might be slowed 
down, the announcement gives a 
hint that the United States, even 
in pulling out troops, is 
n o t 
planning to keep aloof if another 
attem pt to conquer South Viet­ 
nam is subsequently made. 
What the President is doing, 
in effect, is telling the North 
Vietnamese that the U n i t e d 
States didn’t sacrifice American 
lives for the principle of self- 
determ ination of peoples only to 
see the efforts prove to be in 
vain after the fighting has end­ 
ed. 
But, above all, the president 
—after conferring with his chief 
negotiator at Paris, Henry Cab­ 
ot Lodge, and Secretary of State 
William P. Rogers, as well as 
Henry Kissinger, his special ad­ 
viser on foreign affairs — cam e 
to the conclusion it was oppor­ 
tune to define American policy 
clearly and unequivocally. 
Confronted by the prospect of 
a big offensive on the part of 
the North Vietnamese—notwith­ 
standing evidences of good faith 
hv the United States—just one 
course rem ains, and that is to 
step taking troops out and pre­ 
pare instead to meet the new of­ 
fensives with counterm easures 
of a substantial nature. 


In the face of such a contin­ 
gency, it becomes im perative for 
North Vietnam to dem onstrate 
a true desire to m ake peace or 
suffer the consequences. World 
opinion would be on the side of 
the United States if the North 
Vietnamese show no signs of co­ 
operation. 
Likewise, 
in 
allied 
countries the case for support of 
the American policy in Vietnam 
would be strengthened. 
F.ver since the policy of troop 
withdrawal was first announced, 
the American attitude has been 
regarded in m any countries as 
a reflection of weakness and as 
a virtual surrender. Inside and 
outside of Congress, the plan to 
bring troops back has been taken 
as a simple answer to an unfor­ 
tunate involvement by a preced­ 
ing adm inistration in Washing­ 
ton. But once it become appar­ 
ent that peace cannot be a one­ 
sided affair and that the North 
Vietnamese — encouraged by 
Moscow and Peking—are t h e 
ones who are prolonging the war, 
the public - opinion polls w i l l 
doubtless reveal a rising sup­ 
port for the Nixon adm inistra­ 
tion and perhaps a dem and that 
sterner 
m easures 
than 
have 
been taken before be applied on 
the m ilitary side. 
What is said publicly now by 
the various personalities on cap- 
itol hill who have been arguing 
for a prompt end to the Viet­ 
nam conflict will have an influ­ 
ence in Hanoi. This is certainly 
a tim e when the president of 
the United States deserves the 
backing of all factions. To do 
otherwise would be to under­ 
mine the policy of the American 
government and jeopardize its 
chances of forcing an e a r l y 
peace.

would not apply to Korea where 
the Communists of the North 
keep producing 
new provoca­ 
tions. The United States is firm ­ 
ly bound by treaty to defend 
South Korea against invasion. 
In their public statem ent, the 
two leaders reaffirm ed their de­ 
term ination to repel any arm ed 
attack. In private, h o w e v e r , 
Park discounted the danger of 
an invasion. He doubted that 
the Communists would renew 
the Korean war, but w a r n e d 
that they would attem pt to stir 
up a new, Vietnam - style war. 
He told Nixon that the Com­ 
munists 
are 
actively training 
agents to infiltrate the south 
and foment revolution. T h e y 
are slipping across the Dem ar­ 
cation Line and landing on the 
coast in threes and fours. Their 
instructions: to organize cells, 
spread dissent and create social 
chaos. 


Those who have been captur­ 
ed belong to special unit no. 
124, which has trained a report­ 
ed 24,000 infiltrators. However, 
several 
other 
North 
Korean 
units are known to be training 
agents for guerrilla w arfare in 
the south. 
Park stressed the need for 
“ full readiness” to combat m as­ 
sive infiltration. This would take 
more patrol boats, radar and 
electronic equipment, he indi­ 
cated. Despite press reports to 
the contrary, however, he made 
no requests for additional mili­ 
tan/ or economic aid. He care- 


fully refrained from going be­ 
yond a presentation of the prob­ 
lem. 
President Nixon replied that 
he was “ fully aw are” of the 
situation, that he had received 
a detailed report from deputy 
defense secretary David Pac­ 
kard who recently completed a 
Korean survey. 
At 
a 
separate 
meeting 
subordinates, Secretary of State 
Bill Rogers asked whether the 
infiltration “ trend” was increas­ 
ing. 
South Korea's Hu Rak Lee, 
who heads the presidential sec­ 
retariat, replied that the trend 
has “ no m eaning,” but that the 
capability was what m attered. 


He acknowledged that the in­ 
filtration rate had slowed down, 
but he suggested that the Com­ 
munists were lying low until 
after the constitutional referen­ 
dum in the fall. 
The appearance of desperate, 
disciplined North Korean agents 
in the south had stim ulated the 
drive to amend the constitution 
so President Park could run for 
a third term . Any overt Guer­ 
rilla 
activity 
would 
only 
win votes for Park, who has 
brought economic and m ilitary 
stability to South Korea. 
He suggested that the North 
Koreans now realize this, there­ 
fore, that the infiltration has 
been tem porarily curtailed. 


Because Park is campaigning 
for a third term , some Nixon 
aides tried to edit a sentence 
in the joint communique, which 
states: 
“ President 
Nixon 
ex­ 
pressed his adm iration for the 
rapid and rem arkable progress 
of the Republic of Korea in ec­ 
onomic, social and other fields 
in recent years under President 
P ark ’s leadership.” 


These aides wanted to delete 
the reference to “ P r e s i d e n t 
P ark ’s leadership,” contending 
it amounted to a U.S. endorse­ 
ment 
of 
Park. 
Privately, 
Washington would like to see 
Park reelected but doesn’t want 
to meddle in South Korea’s do­ 
mestic politics. The aides, how­ 
ever were quietly overruled. 


Originally, 
President 
Nixon 


didn’t want to discuss even Kor­ 
ean problem s at the San Fran­ 
cisco meeting. He m erely want­ 
ed to give Park the sam e re­ 
port he had presented to other 
Asian leaders on Vietnam and 
the disengagem ent policy. But 
at P ark’s insistence, Nixon fin­ 
ally agreed to add Korea to 
the agenda. 
He acknowledged 
that a stable South Korea is 
essential to peace in the F ar 
E ast. 
Note: The bantam South Kor­ 
ean leader has built a strong 
arm y 
and 
achieved 
eco­ 
nomic reform s largely by per­ 
sonal exam ple. He is as tough 
as any of his soldiers, and he 
practices the sam e austerity he 
asks of his people. 
A chain 
smoker, he smokes only Korean 
brands. 
He 
brought 
his 
wife with him to San Francisco 
only because her presence was 
required by protocol. No one 
else in his party were perm it­ 
ted to take their wives. His aid­ 
es also had to argue that Mrs. 
Park needed the rest in order 
to persuade him to stay an ex­ 
tra couple of days at Yosemite 
before flying back to Korea. 


The p u r p o s e of the under­ 
ground 
nuclear

Alaskans are just as worried 
as Nevadans, 
however, about 
the effect of giant underground 
blasts 
upon 
earth 
form a­ 
tions. Confidential tests indicate 
that 
the 
tests 
could 
pos­ 
sibly trigger earthquakes. 


It m ay be that President Nix­ 
on's men are off on the wrong 
track in their attem pts to cool 
inflation. 
They’ve assumed that if the 
proper economic screws can be 
tightened, interest rates raised, 
industrial 
expansion 
cut, 
de­ 
m and reduced one way or an­ 
other, 
then prices will come 
down. 
Traditionally, 
this 
reasoning 
has held true when the inflation 
was the result of such heavy 
buying that the nation’s produc­ 
tion capacity has been strained 
to the limit. But this is not true 
today. 
Most economists this report­ 
er has interviewed, whether in 
government, in private research 
organizations or as advisers to 
m ajor business firms, believe 
the present inflationary spurt 
was indeed set off by the in­ 
crease in d e m a n d which ac­ 
companied the w ar in Vietnam. 
But there is evidence that to­ 
day’s continuing price rises are 
not so caused. 
Industry is not operating at 
the near-capacity levels of some 
time back. Profits are declin­ 
ing. 
The economy has been cooled 
so m arkedly the Gross National 
Product is creeping upward at 
a dangerously slow pace. 
Unemployment 
is 
growing. 
The signs point to steady up­ 
ward gains 
in unemployment 
that wilt reach politically unac­ 
ceptable levels bv middle or 
late 1970. 
Yet 
inflation 
continues 
to 
grow. 
Analysis of the data shows 
that the gains continue heaviest 
in the services, in trade, con­ 
struction, 
m aintenance 
and 
m edical care, rather than in 
m anufacturing, 
and 
that 
the 
economic 
m easures 
used 
to 
bring an economic slow-down 
have themselves Increased the 
cost of living appreciably. High­ 
er interest charges, for exam ­ 
ple, are passed on to the con­ 
sum er. 
Economists in and out of the 
government this reporter has 
talked to say today’s inflation 


is due not to heavy demand but 
to rising costs. Most point to 
rapid wage increases over the 
past several years. But it is to 
be noted that the data indicates 
that it is not rising labor costs 
in 
m anufacturing 
that 
have 
brought this pressure on prices 
for, in large part, these have 
been com pensated for by in­ 
creased automation. It is rather 
the heavy increases in labor 
costs in the sendees, where the 
introduction of labor-saving de­ 
vices 
has 
been 
exceedingly 
slow. 
The adm inistration’s anti-in­ 
flation program has not attack­ 
ed these costs. 


Worse yet, the adm inistration- 
involved 
economic 
slow-down 
aim ed 
at 
reducing 
dem and 
seems to be encouraging a slow­ 
down in the very heavy contin­ 
uing investment in com puteri­ 
zation, 
automation 
and 
other 
modernization essential to hold­ 
ing prices down as labor costs 
rise. 


Thus the anti-inflation drive 
is 
encouraging 
future 
price 
rises. And making the U.S. less 
competitive with foreign indus­ 
try. 
Data on this score is already 
ominous. 
Of 
late, 
there 
has 
been a m arked decline in labor 
productivity — not just a slow­ 
down in the rate at which pro­ 
ductivity is increasing — but an 
actual decline in output 
per 
m an. 


Because this means an in­ 
crease in costs, it will m ean 
higher prices.

When the men in the white jackets come 
for m e with a net, I shall know e x a c t l y 
where the blam e lies — wire coat hangers. 
THE WIRE COAT hanger was invented 
by the Devil to drive men m ad, and by 
now it’s got me within putting distance. You’d 
think a m ature — well, a grown man. could 
m aster a lousy little piece of bent wire, 
wouldn’t you? Shows how much YOU know. 
The wire coat hanger is an innocent-seem­ 
ing device to keep your clothes from piling 
up on the floor of the closet.

But if it 
has ts or set later in hie as a 
result of fallen arches, it may 
be painful. You hotild strength­ 
en

barefoot as much as possible 


and by standing in your bare 
feet and rising on tiptoe re­ 
peatedly until you are tired. 
This exercise should be increas­ 
ed daily. It may also help to 
wear the basic orthopedic shoe 
or arch supports. 


Q — My husband has meta- 
tarsalgia. None of the treat- 
ments he has tried have help­ 
ed him. What do you recom­ 
mend? 


A — This painful condition 
s caused by the pinching ol a 
nerve in thu region of a meta­ 
tarsal joint. It is often the re­ 
sult of wearing poorly fitted 
.shoes. In the earlv stages re­ 


moving the shoes and gently 
massaging the joint gives re 
lief. When the condition is of 
long standing the only treat 
ment is surgical removal of the 
irritated nerve or the joint it­ 
self.

W hat does this mean 
for the stock’s price action? — F . N. 
A — W all Street has interpreted, perhaps mis- 
takenly, a company purchase of its shares as being I 
bullish, indicating advance knowledge of some favor­ 
able development. 
But a recent 
study by Allan 
Yeung, assistant professor of finance at Syracuse Un­ 
iversity, reveals ev idence that the reverse m ay be 
true. Two hundred twenty-seven N Y S E companies 
which had bought 
1 per cent or more of their own 
shares in any year from I960 through 1967 were com­ 
pared with *227 control companies selected at random 
from the same industries. A significant difference 
in the two groups was noted in earnings performance 
just prior to repurchase, indicating that reacquisition 
was used as a diversionary tactic. Price earnings 
ration in the two years following repurchase tended 
to be lower, prim arily reflecting poor price perfor­ 
mance, since per share earnings are increased by 
^ acquisition. Companies with a lower leverage fac­ 
tor and a declining capital base tended to use share 
purchase to adjust this balance. A company may 
utilize m arket weakness to acquire shares for later 
acquisitions. These purchases frequently serve as an 
immediate prop to the price. 
U.S. Industries’ recent tender offer for 300,000 
shares is an excellent example of this. The original 
offer at $21 was amended to $26.50 because of strong 
price action. Confirming Prof. Yount’s finding on lev­ 
erage, U S I’s long-term debt is only .’’>0 per cent of 
total 
Capitalization. 
Earnings 
have showm 
rapid 
growth, as have sales. But profit margins, after ris­ 
ing sharply in 1965 and 1966, widene donly slightly 
last year and have remained unchanged this year. 
This sluggishness might be m isinterpreted as cor­ 
roborating the study’s conclusions on the relationship 
between earnings and repurchase. If price action 
should follow the presumed pattern. U SI could lag 
behind the m arket, near term. Since the effects of 
repurchase are transitory depending on the company 
involved, I see no reason to disturb holdings.

SEATTLE (UPI) —Smooth 
Lenny Wilkens has moved into 
his new job as player-coach of
